The November meeting of Toklas at the Cali¬ 
fornia State Building auditorium in the Civic Center 
ended early and was followed bv a Gay Community 
Forum with an honored guest, Mayor George Mos- 
cone. The mayor was aware of some constructive 
criticism of his policies from Chris Perry of the San 
Francisco Gay Democratic Club and others. He 
received a standing ovation as he entered the 
auditorium.

This is the actual transcript of the mayor’s 
response to questions and statements made during 
his presentation: 

GAY ADVISORY BOARD 

I have been reticent to appoint a Mayor's Gay 
Advisory Board because of something that I am very 
sensitive to and that you may be sensitive to also: 
That is, like any other community, when you select 
5, 7, 9 or whatever there will be others that should 
have been appointed. The last thing that I want to 
do, is to do anything that would encourage any kind 
of competitive effort among people who need to 
work together and with this administration. 

POLICE CHIEF CHARLES GAIN 

I appreciate this resolution (from the Toklas 
Club) in support of Charles Gain. It is worth a great 


deal. There is a reasonably concerted effort to 
disparage not just Chief Gain or myself but some of 
the things that I like to think that both of us stand 
for. It is of no surprise that the Gay community 
would recognize it rather quickly and take action to 
give support ... I am not weakening in my support 
of Chief Gain; Herb Caen, to the contrary, not 
withstanding. There has never been a discussion, 
thought or action by me to weaken the position of 
the police chief. He needs reinforcement from time 
to time, that there is a greater community out there 
that wants to see a decent city and a decent police 
department. 

GAY CENTER ON GROVE STREET 

I do not support the Center in its present locale 
... or anything else at that location (330 Grove 
Street). The Center should continue there until the 
11th hour, when that property is needed to be used. 
I believe that a Performing Arts Center is good for 
this city. I believe that it has the potential for 
adding much to this city, whether you come from 
the so-called "elite" or from any other place. (Note: 
330 Grove Street is in a city Master Plan to become 
>art of the Arts Center project and is temporarily 
’ to the Pride Foundation rent-free.)

I am absolutely, unequivocally, 100% behind 
decent, sound, comprehensive facilities that can be 
called a Gay Community Center.

One of the reasons I supported District Elec¬ 
tions is because the only way a person can be a 24- 
hour, 7-days-a-week ombudsman is for that person 
to represent a particular neighborhood and a partic¬ 
ular community . . . The city is now privileged to 
have the representation of Harvey Milk. Such 
representatives can deliver concerns "better than any 
"Gay Advisory Board" to the mayor. 

TV EDITORIALS CRITICAL OF THE MAYOR 

Channel 5 and Channel 7 have never elected 
anyone to public office. Nor have they ever 
pressured a resignation. I would hope that the day 
comes when Channel 7 would find the morality in 
their own operation that it demands of us. 

GAYS IN CITY GOVERNMENT 

Our staff includes at least three upfront Gay 
people — at least they are known to me. There may 
be others who I do not know about, as I don't think it 
is my business to check on the personal lives of 
others. 

I hope that the Gay community is not saying, 
"Give us a Gay on the Police Commission, on the 
Board of Permit Appeals, and on the Planning 
Commission because they are votes that we can 
count on." I hope they are saying, "Here is someone 
who is sensitive to our needs and who shares that 
with the other commissioners, who will talk publicly 
and privately about the needs of our community." 

I have never sent the Gay people who work for 
me out into the community to be my "Gay" 
representatives. They are not "hired for that reason. 
They were hired because they were the most capable 

people in a special sphere. They only happen to be 
part of an important segment of this community. I 
believe that it is my job to be the liaison with the 
Gay community. 

GAY PARADE - CITY FUNDING? 

Roger Boas, the Chief Administrative Officer, 
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HOUSING 

I support a proposed city ordinance which would 
make it illegal to discriminate against Gay people in 
housing. 

CITY AWARD MONEY USED TO 
APPREHEND MURDERERS 

City award money is not used capriciously. The 
money is offered when the Police Department 
determines that a financial incentive is needed to 
apprehend the wanted person. They let me know 
wnen such an award would be appropriate. We 
follow Chief Gain's advice on such matters.

We met with merchants and other citizens - 
Gay and straight - from Polk Street. They unani¬ 
mously commended Northern Police Statipn for 
being so considerate, sensitive and responsible in 
dealing with the problems in that area . . . I need 
complaints with specific details if you have any in 
regard to alleged police harassment of citizens. We 
will follow up. 

GAY ON MANPOWER COMMISSION 

There is a current vacancy on the 28-person 
Manpower Commission and it is slotted for a 
Veteran. I am open to possible appointment of a 
Gay Veteran. Please give me the names of Gay 
Veterans who want to serve, and I will make that 
appointment forthwith.

It is very proper to have minority people on the 
Police Commission for the reason that they have 
particular concerns about the sensitiveness or lack 
of it by the police department.

SAN FRANCISCO - Offi¬ 
cials of (UHF) TV station 
Channel 38 (a religious 
broadcasting outlet here) 
have decided to give Gay _ 
activists a chance to ex¬ 
plain their views on the 
air. 

Last June, the San 
Francisco-based Council 
on Religion and the 
Homosexual had com¬ 
plained to the Federal 
Communications Commis¬ 
sion that Channel 38, part 
of the Glendale-based 
Faith Broadcasting Net¬ 
work, would not give them 
equal time to rebut the 
homophobic views of 
Anita Bryant. Federal 
regulations insist that 
"controversial issues" be 
fairly handled or the sta¬ 
tion faces a non-renewal 
of its license. 

Bryant had appeared on

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Hillsborough Murder Case 
Concluding 


SAN FRANCISCO - John 
Cordova, 19; of Daly city, 
is to be tried separately 
from his co-defendant 
Richard J. Spooner, 20, of 
San Bruno in the murder 
case which made a cause 
celebre of victim Robert 
Hillsborough. The two 
were to be tried together, 
but they now have sepa¬ 
rate attorneys ? and Spoon¬ 
er will face trial after the 
Cordova case has been 
concluded. A third adult 
suspect, Michael Chavez, 
20, of Daly City, was 
granted immunity by the 
district attorney after he 
agreed to testify against 
the defendants. The 16 
year old juvenile was 
placed in the custody of 


the California Youth 
Authority after a hearing 
in San Mateo County. 
B.A.R. has learned that 
the juvenile may serve 3 
to 4 years, although he 
could "be held until he is 
23. 

Cordova will be tried on 
November 28. There may 
be a possible postpon¬ 
ement until December 5 if 
his attorney, George 
Walker, is still involved m 
a Los Angeles trial. 
Walker has been attempt¬ 
ing to get a change of 
venue, meaning the case 
involving Cordova could 
be heard in another city.

National Women 
Backs Lesbian Mothers 


Del Martin, local delegate to Houston IWY conference. 


"Thank you, sisters!" 
came a yell from a Cali¬ 
fornia cheering section of 
the gallery as the Nation¬ 
al Women’s Conference 
meeting in Houston passed 
a Lesbian Rights plank on 
Nov. 20. The measure, if 
it is adopted by Congress 
or put into effect by gov¬ 
ernment agencies, would 
allow Lesbian mothers to 
keep their children and 
guarantee them equality 
m housing and employ¬ 
ment. In reality, accept¬ 
ance of the resolution by 
women at Houston means 
that the same guarantees 
would apply to Gay men. 

Earlier in the 2,000 del ¬ 
egate fete, San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Del Martin spoke 
to the assembled on the 
need for clinics and other 
aid for battered women. 
Martin authored the first 
important book on the 
plight of the battered 
homemaker, "Battered 
Wives," and serves as 
Chair of the local Com¬ 
mission on the Status of 
Women. She was in 
Houston with her lover, 
Phyllis Lyon, who heads 
the National Sex Forum 


and serves on the Human 
Rights Commission. 

H.R.C. staffer Jo Daly 
was also one of the 13 
upfront Gay women in the 
96 delegate group from 
California. 

All 26 of the proposed 
resolutions — including 
the right of women to 
have abortions and sup¬ 
port for the equal rights 
amendment — received 
overwhelming approval. 

Phyllis Schlafly, who 
heads the ultra-Right, 
anti-women’s rights move¬ 
ment; held her own un¬ 
official rally which drew 
20,000. Schlafly told the 
media that the "Lesbians 
who are anti-family" con¬ 
trolled the federally 
financed official meeting. 
Former Congresswoman 
Bella Abzug, who chaired 
the Houston Coliseum ses¬ 
sions, denied the accusa¬ 
tion. Abzug said that the 
conference delegates 

were chosen in fifty sepa¬ 
rate states and six terri¬ 
torial conferences and 
that they were a repre¬ 
sentative cross-section.

Critics led by David P. 
Brill, Editorial Consultant 
for Boston's Gay Commu¬ 
nity News, have charged 
that Noble accomplished 
little for the Gay commu¬ 
nity and spent most of her 
time traveling around the 
country making speeches.

In Sex 


RC Hierarchy Rejects 
Liberal Sex Report 
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The Massachusetts 

Supreme Court last week 
ordered a new trial for 
John Scagliotti who plead¬ 
ed that he was a Gay 
victim of police harass¬ 
ment. The defendant had 
been convicted of solicit¬ 
ing to commit "an un¬ 
natural and lascivious act 
with another person." 

The Civil Liberties 
Union of Massachusetts 
considered the Scagliotti 
decision a victory "test 
case" in halting police 
harassment of Gay men. 

The Supreme Court also 
ruled that a "consensual 
unnatural act must be 
committed in a PUBLIC 
place in order to be pun¬ 
ishable by law. The 
PUBLIC nature of a con¬ 
sensual act is an essential 
element to be proved by 
the prosecution/ 

State Representative 
Barney Frank (a long-time 
friend: of the Boston Gay 
community) said that the 
court made "a clear-cut 
statement that private, 
consensual homosexual 
sex is not punishable in 
Massachusetts." 

The court defined pri¬ 
vacy as meaning "removal 
from the public view and 
elimination of the possi¬ 
bility that the defendant's 
conduct might give of¬ 
fense to persons present 
in a place frequented by 
members of the public for 
reasons of business, enter¬ 
tainment or the like." 
Frank viewed the Court's 
definition of privacy to be 
a "functional one, rather 
than a "formal" one. 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -

The controversial re¬ 
port, a book-length study 
called "Human Sexuality: 
New Directions in Ameri¬ 
can Catholic Thought," 
concluded that activities 
such as adultery, pre¬ 
marital sex, homosexu¬ 
ality and masturbation 
can be condoned in some 
circumstances. 

The bishops, speaking 
through their doctrinal 
committee, said the study 
"departs from the teach¬ 
ing of the church," aban¬ 
dons "objective criteria" 
of evaluating sex acts and 
weakens "the demands of 
sexual morality." 

The doctrinal commit¬ 
tee's position- represent 
the view of the entire 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, which is 
meeting in Washington. 
However, the conference 
took no vote on the mat¬ 
ter. 

"By abandoning norms 
that make specific de¬ 
mands, the report reaches 
the conclusion that sexual 
activity outside of mar¬ 
riage can be permissible 
or even virtuous," the 
bishops said in repudiating 
such conclusions. 

The "Human Sexuality" 
study was issued last 
spring by a five-member 
committee of the Catho¬ 
lic Theological Society of 
America and has stirred 
widespread interest and 
varying reaction. 

It departs from the 
church's traditional abso¬ 


lute "dos" and "don'ts" 
about sex and takes a 
more flexible approach by 
assessing the morality of 
sexual acts on a case-by¬ 
case basis. 

The study says the 
morality of all sexual be¬ 
havior — including 
church-condemned acts 
such as masturbation, 
homosexuality and pre¬ 
marital sex — hinges on 
whether they contribute 
to personal wholeness and 
creative growth and 
whether they are "self- 
liberating and other- 
enriching." 

Such criteria "are too 
vague to apply with any 
kind of precision or assur¬ 
ance," the bishops' com¬ 
mittee said. "In effect, 
they remove the essential 
connection between sexu¬ 
al activity and procrea- 
tion ? sexual activity and 
marital love." 

The statement empha¬ 
sized that the church has 
always "condemned such 
behavior as fornication, 
adultery and masturbation 
as sinful." These were 
cited by bishops at a news 
conference as among acts 
the study would condone 
in certain situations. 

"The norms are wrong 
and potentially danger¬ 
ous," Bishop Walter W. 
Curtis of Bridgeport, 
Conn., said. "They are 
not helpful but deceptive 
and poor moral guide¬ 
lines. 

Asked why the theo¬ 
logians' study has become 
more popular and widely 
cited than a 1976 Vatican 
statement on sexual 
mqrality, Bishop Curtis 
said ; "Sound moral teach¬ 
ing is not always popular." 


Gay Rights Reach 
Amnesty International 


According to a report 
fry Jim Marko in Boston's 
Gay Community News, 
Amnesty International, 
the human rights organ¬ 
ization and recent winner 
of the Nobel Peace Prize, 
is considering a resolution 
that the organization 
define violations against 
homosexuals as a human 
rights issue. 

At the recent Annual 
International Council 
Meeting'to determine new 

f olicy, the French delega- 
ion (with American back¬ 
ing) introduced a resolu¬ 
tion that stated: "The 

International Council of 
AI, recalling the terms of 
the Universal Declaration 
of Human Rights, consid¬ 
ering that certain govern¬ 
ments imprison people 
because of their homo¬ 
sexuality and considering 
that freedom of choice in 
sexual matters where this 
does not infringe upon the 
rights of others is a fund¬ 
amental human right, 
resolves to recognize as 
prisoners of conscience, 
those persons drained 
because of their homo¬ 
sexuality. " 

An American delegate 
to the annual meeting said 
that the resolution was 
referred to a conference 


committee which amend¬ 
ed it omitting the word 
homosexuality. The 

amended resolution re¬ 
ferred to those "arrested 
because of their sexual 
orientation or behavior 
between consenting adults 
which does not infringe 
upon the human rights of 
others." 

"There was debate by 
the full body in which the 
fear was expressed that 
the wording would lead AI 
to the adoption of all 
sorts of people like polyg¬ 
amists and: adulterers," 
said the delegate. 

That concern forced the 
amended resolution back 
to the International Exec¬ 
utive Committee which 
meets this month to dis¬ 
cuss this and other issues. 

The International Exec¬ 
utive Committee of Am¬ 
nesty International now 
has one other issue con¬ 
cerning sexuality before 
it. The statute which 
calls upon the organiza¬ 
tion to help those arrested 
for "their race, color, 
beliefs, ethnic origin, or 
religion" now includes the 
word "sex." Amnesty 
International members 
have not determined if 
the addition of that single 













word is enough to have 
the group adopt those 

E risoners incarcerated 

ecause of their sexual 
preference; therefore that 
change is also in commit¬ 
tee. 

Worldwide in scope and 
independent of any gov¬ 
ernment, Amnesty Inter¬ 
national is an organization 
that works for the release 
of people "imprisoned or 
tortured because they 
profess the wrong politics, 
or pray to the wrong God, 
or were born the wrong 
color." The group "adopts 
prisoners of conscience," 
investigates the circum¬ 
stances of the case and 
then, if it deems fit, 
brings the case to the 
public forum. 

Gaylord Case 
Is Not 

The Last Word 
For Gay Teachers

The recent refusal of 
the U.S. Supreme Court to 
review the case of James 
Gaylord, a former teacher 
in the Tacoma, Washing¬ 
ton, public school system 
who was fired simply for 
being Gay and honestly 
admitting it to school 
officials when he was 
asked, has rightfully 
caused outrage among 
Gay people throughout the 
country. The case should 
be seen in perspective, 
however, and not taken as 
the end of the road for 
the assertion of equal 
rights by Gay teachers or 
Gay public employees 
generally. 

The Supreme Court's 
action has only the effect 
of letting stand the deci¬ 
sion of the Washington 
State Supreme Court 
which upheld Gaylord's 
firing. Further, the firing 
was by a local school 
board m a city in Wash¬ 
ington State which had no 
ordinance protecting Gays 
from employment dis¬ 
crimination, and so the 
result would doubtless be 
different even in Washing¬ 
ton State had the city 
involved been Seattle, for 
example, which has a Gay 
rights ordinance. 

The Gaylord decision 
has no binding effect on 
the courts of any state 
other than Washington, 
and courts in other states 
have in previous cases 
reached different conclu¬ 
sions. The California 
Supreme Court in 1969 in 
Morrison v. State Board of 
Education held that a 
teacher could not be fired 
simply because she was a 
Lesbian, where no adverse 
effect on her ability to 
teach was shown. 

The federal district 
court in Maryland has 
previously found, in Acan- 
fora v. Montgomery 


County Board of Educa¬ 
tion, tnat one's status as a 
homosexual alone should 
not be a basis for firing, 
and that homosexuality 
per se is a "suspect class, 
which means that for a 
discriminatory classifica¬ 
tion to be constitutional, 
the state would have to 
meet a very heavy burden 
of proof to justify the 
discrimination. Acan- 
fora's dismissal was ulti¬ 


mately upheld, however, 
because he intentionally 
did not disclose member¬ 
ship in a Gay student 
organization in college to 
the school authorities 
when he was hired. 

Recently another fed¬ 
eral court in Oregon found 
in favor of a Gay teacher 
in Burton v. Cascade 
School District, and dam¬ 
ages were recently 
assessed against the 
University of Delaware in 
Aumiller v. University of 
Delaware by a federal 
court when Aumiller was 
fired because he spoke out 
in favor of Gay rights. 

Gay teachers, there¬ 
fore, should continue to 
assert their rights to 


equal employment in 

f ublic educational institu- 
ions. When they are told 
they may be fired because 
they are Gay, they should 
demand an administrative 
hearing. If that is unsuc¬ 
cessful, they can bring 
court action. 

Where private educa¬ 
tional institutions are in¬ 
volved, however, Gay 
teachers would have mucn 
less chance of successful¬ 
ly challenging discrimina¬ 
tion unless the locality in 
which they taught had 
adopted a law protecting 
Gays from employment 
discrimination, because 
the constitutional provi¬ 
sions under which the 
cases discussed above 


were decided apply only 
when discriminatory 

action is taken by a gov¬ 
ernmental body.

GAY RIGHTS PASSES IN 
EUGENE 

EUGENE, ORE. - This 
city became Oregon's first 
municipality to pass a Gay 
rights ordinance on Octo¬ 
ber 24. The City Council 


passed the ordinance 5 to 

The Portland Town 
Council reported that 
close to 500 attended the 
highly dramatic session. 
Fire regulations kept 
more from coming into 
the Council chambers. 
Sixteen proponents spoke 
for the ordinance, and ten 
spoke against it. 

The losers (a la Dade 
County, Fla.) have vowed 
a referendum to overturn 
the Council vote.

S uired within 30 days.

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Poll Shows U.K. 
More Tolerant On 
Gays Than U.S. 


The Gallup Poll has re- 
orted that British atti- 
udes towards homosexu¬ 
als are generally more 
supportive than those of 
their American counter¬ 
parts. 

When asked if Gay 
people should have equal 
rights in employment, 
6 5% of the British re¬ 
spondents answered "yes" 
while 19% answered "no." 
Americans favored, equal 
rights by a smaller 56- 
33% margin. Both nation¬ 
al groups held similar 
views on whether Gay 
people should be ele¬ 
mentary school teachers, 
clergy, doctors, sales¬ 
people, and armed forces 
personnel, however. 

On several general 
questions, British atti¬ 
tudes were much more 
pro-Gay than those of 
Americans. 66% of 

Americans thought that 
homosexuality was more 
"prevalent" today than 25 
years ago, compared to 
only 43% of British who 
agreed with the state¬ 
ment. 

Americans, more than 
the British, tended to 
attribute homosexuality 
to upbringing, rather than 


something that ajjerson is 
born with. 56% of the 
Americans agreed with 
the "upbringing" theory, 
compared to only 28% of 
the British respondents. 
31% of the British saw 
homosexuality as an in¬ 
nate condition, while only 
12% of the Americans 
subscribed to that theory. 

One of the major dif¬ 
ferences between the 
attitudes of the two na¬ 
tions came in attitudes on 
whether or not consenting 
sexual activity should be 
legal or not. Britons 
opinion backed legal con¬ 
sensual sex by a 58%-22% 
margin, while the Ameri¬ 
cans were equally divided 
on the issue, 43%-43%.

Bryant 
Retains Job 

LAKELAND, FLA. - De- 
spite the recent flurry of 
trial balloons to test the 
wind of public opinion, the 
Florida Citrus Commis¬ 
sion here has renewed 
Anita Bryant's contract. 

In addition to the 
$100,000-a-year contract, 
the Commission passed a 
resolution praising her 
courage in battling Gays. 

The move by the 12- 
member Commission 


which extended Bryant's 
contract through August 
1979 ended all speculation 
that Bryant had become 
too controversial. 

The Commission also 
adopted a policy that 
there will be no further 
discussion of the Bryant 
situation by anyone con¬ 
nected with the Commis¬ 
sion — including its adver¬ 
tising agency, except in 
open meetings of the 
Commission. 

While the gag rule ap¬ 
plies to Citrus Commis¬ 
sion and ad agency offi¬ 
cials, the public is still 
free to express their dis¬ 
satisfaction. Particularly 
insofar as Bryant contin¬ 
ues to appear with groups 
and promoters who de¬ 
mand that all homosexuals 
belong in prison.

The number 
was not reached, and no 
sheets were turned in. 
News reports stated that 
only 18,000 names had 
been secured.

Lifestyle Survey 

James Spada, Los 
Angeles Gay activist and 
author, is currently con¬ 
ducting a nation-wide sur¬ 
vey ot Gay male lifestyles 
ana sexuality, to be pub¬ 
lished next year by New 
American Library. 

The survey is based on a 
questionnaire Spada has 
formulated and is distrib¬ 
uting through the mail. 
"This survey is unique," 
Spada says, "in that Gay 
men are being asked to 
write about their feelings 
and their emotions. The 
survey is not statistical, 
but verbal. The Gay men 
who respond to the ques¬ 
tions will be treated as 
human beings, not num¬ 
bers. The answers, 

whether two words or two 
pages long, will be printed 
verbatim in the book - 
without analysis or inter¬ 
pretation. I'm very 

excited about the concept 
because I think it's about 
time Gay men had a 
chance to speak for them¬ 
selves!" 

The questionnaire is 
anonymous and, although 
it consists of 55 questions, 
respondents can answer 
only those questions that 
interest them most. "The 
questionnaire isn't easy," 
Spada admits, "so I'm urg¬ 
ing those people who doivt 
have the time or inclina¬ 
tion to complete it to 
send in whatever they do 
have the time to write - 
every answer is 

important." 

Says Spada, "This book 
is a great way to let Gay 
men explain themselves - 
and by so doing, I think 
that a lot of stereotypes 
are going to disappear. 

Spada's previously pub¬ 
lished works include 
"Barbra: The First 

Decade - The Films and 
Career of Barbra 
Streisand" and "The Films 
of Robert Redford." He is 
active* in Los Angeles Gay 
life, a member of the 
ACLU Gay Rights Chap¬ 
ter in Southern California 


and the National Gay Task 
Force. Recently the Los 
Angeles Times reprinted a 
letter Spada wrote to his 
father, informing him that 
he was Gay. Spada ex¬ 
plains this public coming

Coors: Thousands For Sales 
But Gaycott Continues 

by George Mendenhall 


The Adolph Coors Com¬ 
pany of Golden, Colorado, 
has publicly admitted that 
a Gay boycott of its beer 
has affected its beer 
sales. Coors has spent 
countless thousands to 
lure back the Gay con¬ 
sumer, but it has failed 
miserably. Even the 
heads of the brewery, the 
notoriously ultra-conserv¬ 
ative Joseph and Bill 
Coors, have been forced 
to hit the road to push 
their product as sales de¬ 
cline. Gay Power has 
been recognized as being 
effective in reducing sales 
of a major corporation. 

Adolph Coors' non-vot¬ 
ing stock was offered to 
the public for the first 
time in its 105 year 
history in 1975 at $31. It 
has since declined to $14. 
Coors, which manufac¬ 
tures a variety of 
products, had restricted 
its sales to only a few 
Western states, but is now 
expanding to other states

; sales decline. 


The beer, which is un¬ 
pasteurized so must re¬ 
main refrigerated most of 
the time, is shipped to 
Coors-owned distributors 
directly from Golden. It 
is manufactured in a 
brewery built by the 
Coors construction com¬ 
pany. The product is 
advertised by the Coors 
advertising company . . . 
Every aspect of its opera¬ 
tion is owned and con¬ 
trolled by the descendants 
of Adolph Coors. 

Coors also has attempt¬ 
ed to control what kind of 
employees it has and re¬ 
serves the right to dismiss 
an employee on a whim. 
It has strung out negoti¬ 
ations with its few unions 
so long that the unions 
have been weakened or 
dissolved. Coors manage¬ 
ment has consistently 
hired non-union employees 
("scabs") to take the place 
of union strikers in order 
to deny workers any kind 
of organized bargaining 
unit. 

Gays became involved 
in the striking Brewery 
Workers dispute whicn 
began in April, 1977. 
Rumors spread that Coors 
had sent considerable 
money to support Anita 
Bryant in Miami. This 
reporter personally 

checked the Save Our 
Children records in Miami 
and could find no truth to 
the rumors. However, the 
rumors persisted that 
Coors, somehow^ discrimi¬ 
nated against Gay people 


so this reporter went to 
Golden, Colorado, to in¬ 
vestigate. 

The trip to Golden and 
a study of the personal 
politics of millionaire 
Joseph Coors resulted in a 
series of six articles in 
B.A.R. entitled "The 
Coors Empire and Gay 
Rights." With the pub¬ 
lication of this series - 
and the announcement 
that the articles would be 
published in booklet form 
- Coors began a very ex¬ 
pensive Public Relations 
effort to convince the 
public that it is not anti¬ 
union, anti-Gay or anti- 
anything. It only con¬ 
vinced The Advocate, the 
nation's largest Gay news¬ 
paper, which does not sup- 

g ort the boycott of Coors 
eer. 

Three hundred Gay 
leaders recently met in 
Denver, Colorado, at a 
National Gay Leadership 
Conference and voted 
unanimously to boycott 
Coors. The leadership of 
Metropolitan Community 
Church clearly supports 
the boycott, as does the 
State Gay Caucus of 
Democratic Clubs, B.A.R. 
and Data Boy publications 

g lus this city's Golden 
rate Business Associ¬ 
ation, Lesbian Resistance, 
Alice B. Toklas Demo¬ 
cratic Club and the San 
Francisco Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club. 

The Gay Tavern Guild 
organization has not taken 
any position on Coors. An 
estimated 90 Gay bars in 
this area no longer serve 
Coors beer, and this boy¬ 
cott has cost the company 
an estimated 5,000 cases 
per month. 

The B.A.R. series on 
Coors emphasized some 
reasons why Gay people 
might wish to boycott 
Coors beer. The six-part 
analysis began with the 
July 21 (Vc Si. 7, No. 15) 
issue. Rather than repeat 
those articles, following is 
a review of points made: 

1. Human Rights: Coors 
has only recently begun to 
hire some Blacks, Chi- 
canos and women as a 
response to repeated pres¬ 
sure from local, state and 
national commissions 
which have charged that 
Coors discriminates. One 
striker told this reporter 
that he had been asked, 
"Are you a homosexual?* 
when ne took the required 
company polygraph ("lie 
detector") test required of 
all employees. Test ques¬ 
tions establish that Coors 


is interested in whether 
prospective employees 
have ever taken drugs, 
participated in a demon¬ 
stration or done anything 
that might "embarrass 
the company. 

2. Employee Rights: 

Coors reserves the right 
to fire any Brewery Work¬ 
ers employees for ANY 
reason. The reason could 
be sexual orientation or 
any other "cause." The 
reason does not have to be 
job-related. 

3. Union Busting: Man¬ 
agement has consistently 
used every technique to 
destroy employee bargain¬ 
ing - believing in bargain¬ 
ing done between an 
individual and manage¬ 
ment, where the employee 
is in no real bargaining 
position. 

4. Joseph Coors: The 

purchase of Coors beer 
continues to make the 
President of Adolph Coors 
Company a millionaire. 
With his vast wealth, this 
man has financially assist¬ 
ed the most ulira-con- 
servative or ga nizations in 
the nation - The Heritage 
Foundation, the John 
Birch Society^ the Com¬ 
mittee for a Survival of a 
Free Congress, and the 
National Federation of 
Independent Businesses. 
These groups support rep¬ 
resentatives ana senators 
in Congress who have 
voted successfully to 
eliminate Gay people 
from federal housing and 
legal assistance programs. 

The recent interviews 
with Joseph and Bill Coors 
in The Advocate were 
very revealing. They 
revealed that both men 
had nothing to say that 
was new and re-empha¬ 
sized what this reporter 
had revealed in the earlier 
B.A.R. series. 

The Gay boycott of 
Coors has put Joe and Bill 
Coors on the road, pushing 
their beer and doing per¬ 
sonal public relations that 
would normally be done by 
their advertising depart¬ 
ment. The Coors nave 
even discovered two 
Lesbians in the factory 


and put them on an all- 
expenses paid vacation, 
telling how "wonderful" it 
is to work in Golden. 
Coors executives held 
several meetings - in San 
Jose, San Francisco, 
Orange County and Los 
Angeles. They have spent 
thousands in advertising 
and promoting themselves 
- but not one cent for Gay 
liberation. Coors has 
even used the support of 
Ray Broshears in adver¬ 
tisements to promote its 
beer in the Gay commu¬ 
nity. 

The strike continues at 
Golden with half of the 
1,472 hungry strikers re¬ 
turning to work. The 


others walk the picket 
lines and receive some aid 
from the national AFL- 
CIO. The brewery con¬ 
tinues to operate partly 
with "scab" workers who 
evidently do not care 
about human rights. 
Meanwhile, the meetings 
with Gay leaders and bar 
owners have not been suc¬ 
cessful. At one recent 
session in San Jose, Coors 
representatives spoke and 
then the group voted to 
continue the boycott. The 
Coors "public relations" 
advertising has brought 
more public attention to 
the fact that there is 
"trouble" at the factory in 
Golden.

LOVE AND SAND 

On finishing an early 
novel of Madame Sand (his 
mother’s copy), Walt 
Whitman experienced a 
conversion. From Sand's 
lines Whitman drew his 
All-encompassing Lover — 
"flinging his arms, draw¬ 
ing, men and women with 
undeniable love to his 
close embrace." 

BEFORE THE SEXUAL 
REVOLUTION 

From 16 to 65, George 
Sand throve and suffered 
in a vortex of love and 
lovers. In 1865, George 
(who lived her stories be¬ 
fore she wrote them) pub¬ 
lished her novel LE 
DERNIER AMOUR (The 
Last Love). George was 
61, her latest, painter 
Charles Marchal — who 
could love 'Tightly, 
healthily and well" was a 
much younger man. She 
called Marcnal her "great 
springtime." But she ded¬ 
icated her book to her 
newest friend, Gustave 
Flaubert -- much to Flau¬ 
bert's embarrassment. 
The deep attachment of 
Sand and Flaubert (to 
manyj France's greatest 
novelist) lasted until her 
death in 1876 at the age 
of 72. Gustave was 17 
years her junior. Their 
affinity remarks one biog¬ 
rapher "remains a 
marvel."

In George's 20's her 
lovers were her contem¬ 
poraries and seniors; in 
her later years, her 
juniors by as much as 30 
years. 

The roster of George 
Sand's lovers reads like 
the Who's Who of artistic 
and political France from 
1830 to I860: poets, 

novelists, journalists, 
playwrights, actors, com- 

f osers, musicians, doc- 
ors, politicians, govern¬ 
ment officials. From 
playboys to students . . . 
almost everyone save 
Prince Napoleon and Louis 
Pasteur. . . 

George Sand was not 
the greatest beauty of her 
day. Poet Alfred de 
Musset described her as 
"black-haired, olive-hued 
skin with highlights of 
bronze, and enormous 
eyes like an Indian's." Yet 
George was perhaps the 
most magnetic woman 
imaginable. And as in the 
song, "Men clustered to 


love more than anybody 
else in thfe world." The 
lovers set off for Italy on 
the twelfth of December, 
1833, full of hope and high 
spirits. George wore 
"pearl-gray trousers, 

Russian leather boots and 
a visored velvet cap." 
Two months later the 
affair had soured, and 
Sand returned to Paris 
with a new lover in tow, 
Pietro Pazello — a hand¬ 
some, healthy, well-built 
26 year old Italian doctor 
who had nursed Sand 
through the "turistas" and 
later Musset through 
typhoid and the DT's m 
Venice's Hotel Danieli. 


George Sand was both 
lucky and unlucky in love. 
One thing remained; she 
never ceased experiment¬ 
ing. At 46, she wrote of 
her latest adventure, "I 
have been able to abandon 
myself to it selfishly ... I 
am 46. I have gray hairs. 
I have learnea that old 
women are more loved 
than young women."

BEFORE KATE MILLETT 

One of the more suc¬ 
cessful of her amours and 
the least discussed was 
her intimacy with Marie 
Dorval, the beautiful and 
famous actress. Marie 
was the Sarah Bernhardt 
of the Paris stage in the 
1830’s and 1840's: 

Born illegitimately to a 
pair of touring performers 
m 1798, Marie had bab¬ 
bled her first words on 
stage. She learned to 
please before she knew 
even a child's pleasure. 
Married at 15 to the 
balletmaster of the 
troupe, Marie was more 
than pretty, she was a 
charmer." 

The winter season of 
1833 saw her at the height 
of her theatrical career 

E laying in Hugo's "Marion 
n >elorme" and Dumas' 
"Antony." George was a 
great theater-goer and 
was overwhelmed by the 
splendid actress. She 
wrote Marie Dorval, ask¬ 
ing to see her. With 
similar directness Marie 
responded. The day she 
received George's note, 
she was at the door of 
George's Paris apartment. 
Marie threw it open with¬ 
out knocking, went 
straight to George and 
embraced her. "Here I 
am," she cried breathless¬ 
ly, "I!" (At time both 
women had husbands, 
children and live-in male 
lovers.) To say the least. 
It was a time of tangled 
lives." 

George would meet 
Marie at the theater, in 
her loge after the specta¬ 
cle, or "at the corner of 
the fire" in George's 


apartment — "living” a 
great deal in a few hours." 
They became known as 
"the inseparables." "At 
this time," recounts a 
contemporary wag ; " 

Sappho was reborn m 
Pans." 

George packed her male 
lover off to Italy, and all 
Paris buzzed with the 
scandal. In 1840 the same 
lover wrote in appreci¬ 
ation - rather than deni¬ 
gration - of George, 
madame Dorval placed 
her friendship in Madame 
Sand. An instinctive feel¬ 
ing of sympathy drew the 
one woman to the other 
. . . Both women incompa¬ 
rable in talent and unhap¬ 
piness; the one an eagle, 
the other a dove, both 
swept away by the storm, 
they found that only in 
love could they find 
shelter for their poor, 
tired wings." 

Marie, past her prime, 
died in 1849. Her son-in- 
law wrote to George of 
her last days, "She spoke 
to me of you, of your 
heart. Oh, dear Madame 

Sand, how you loved 
Marie, how you alone 
knew how to reach her 
soul." The affair lasted a 
winter and a spring; their 
lpve lasted their life¬ 
times. On Marie's death, 
George wrote in her diary, 
"Rest quietly, YOUR part 
of me is imperishable." 

George went on for 
another 40 years of ad¬ 
ventures ana causes — 
outspoken and spoken 
about -- loved and 
loathed. To her contem¬ 
poraries she was an 
amazement, and so she 
remains. 


As one of her early 
lpvers, Jules Sandeau (her 
first collaborator and 
from whom she borrowed 
the "Sand" of her nom de 
plume — Sandeau, who 
was the rival of George's 
affections along with 
Marie Dorval and a dozen 
others) reminisced in 
1840, "As the man, or 
woman, who lived on the 
borderline of the two 
sexes, Madame Sand was 
sort of a female Christ," 
carrying the cross of 
womanhood in her arms, 
"shielding the adulterers 
from the world's stoning." 

Some years later, 
George's daughter's lover, 
Count d'Orsay wrote to 
Madame Sand, "You are a 
much loved woman — be¬ 
sides being the outstand¬ 
ing man oiour time." 

BEFORE JUNG 

In 1867 in her sixties, 
the indomitable lover of 
life wrote to her admirer 
Gustave Flaubert that 
Wholeness was all. 

"I believe that the 
artist should live true to 
his nature . . . that the 
artist is an instrument 
whose every chord must 
be played before he plays 
any other." 

She continued to Flau¬ 
bert, "In the setting sun of 
life, when one is old, that 
loveliest time of day for 
tones and reflections, one 
acquires a new notion of 
everything, especially 
affection. 

"One becomes con¬ 
vinced that 'there is only 
one sex.' A man and a 
woman are indeed the 
same thing. And one 
marvels at all the distinc¬ 


tions and subtle rational¬ 
izations with which 
societies feed themselves 
in that matter. I have 
observed the childhood 
and development of my 
son and daughter. My son 
was myself and conse¬ 
quently more feminine 
than my daughter, who 
was a failed man." 

Writing in 1914, Henry 
James aptly noted, "The 
moral of George Sand's 
tale, the beauty of what 
she does for us is not the 
extension she gives to the 
feminine nature but the 
richness she adds to the 
masculine," -- the lesson 
of the Wholeness of 
George Sand. 

After her funeral Flau¬ 
bert wrote, "One had to 
know her as I knew her to 
realize how much of the 
feminine there was in that 
great man, the immensity 
of tenderness there was in 
that genius. 

"She will remain one of 
the radiant splendors of 
France, unequalled in her 
glory."

HOW WOULD WE DESCRIBE 
OUR ORGANIZATION? 

We are a "kehillah" or community of people who 
enuinely like and care about each other, as active 
ews, as Gays, as people. We feel strong bonds of 
kinship as a community. Many deep and lasting 
friendships can be formed here. Our religious 
services and social gatherings do not stress ‘formal¬ 
ity - we are more concerned with a spiritual and 
emotional content of what we do. 

WHY FORM A GAY SYNAGOGUE? 

A separate synagogue for Gays probably offers 
as many reasons for being as there are people in 
attendance. Its greatest attraction is having the 
opportunity to openly enjoy one's Jewishness and 
one's Gayness. Individuals who are observant, as

Our Friday night service is the highlight of our 
week. We will welcome the Sabbath with great joy, 
singing and dancing. Then we will have a coffee 
hour followed by an Oneg Shabbat which is usually a 
cultural or entertainment program of Jewish or Gay 
interest. We finish the evening with Israeli and 
Yiddish folk-dancing. 

We will celebrate all the holidays of the Jewish 
calendar with appropriate services, traditional meals 
and songs. Traditionally on the first day of Rosh 
Hashannah we have a community dinner after 
services and end the day with tashlich. We break 
the fast after Ne'ilah with a kiddush. We have full 
Simchat Torah celebration. We have a Chanukah 
service, Chanukah and Purim social dances, a Purim- 
spiel, read the Megillah, and conduct a community 
seder on the second night of Passover. We celebrate 
Shevouth, Yom Hashoah, Yom Atmaut, and Tisha 
B'Av. 

HOW DO WE RELATE TO THE LARGER 
JEWISH COMMUNITY? 

Congregation Sha'ar Zahav does not fit into any 
of the traditional categories of synagogues in 
America. We have not sought affiliation with any of 
the existing Jewish denominations - Orthodox, Con¬ 
servative, Reform or Reconstructionist. Our ritual 
conforms to none of these, yet borrows from all of 
them. We enjoy cultural pluralism in the American 
tradition. We find it possible to integrate and enjoy 
our Gay lifestyle and Jewish background at the same 
time. We wish to remain free to develop the style 
of worship that best suits our needs. Sha'ar Zahav is 
a Gay Jewish community, having an experimental 
synagogue as its focus, with a feeling ot love and 
spirituality all its own. 

We consider ourselves rightful members of the 
Jewish community. We are dedicated to supporting 
Jewish institutions. We are profoundly concerned 
about Israel and Jews all over the world, and are 
interested in promoting Jewish religious education 
and culture among ourselves. We aim, on the one 
hand, to promote an understanding of homosexuality 
in Jewish community, and on the other, an under¬ 
standing of Judaism among homosexuals. 

IN WHAT WAYS DO WE ACT ON OUR VALUES? 

We hope to participate under the banner of 
Congregation Sha'ar Zahav in demonstrations for 
Israel and oppressed Jewry. We hope to raise funds 
for the United Jewish Appeal, the Israel Emergency 
Fund. Keren Kayemet (Jewish National Fund), sev¬ 
eral local Jewish charities, and Gay organizations. 

We hope to have classes in Hebrew, Yiddish 
language and literature, Bible, Talmud, Jewish Con¬ 
cepts, and Kabbalah. Many of our Friday night 
Onegs will be directed toward education in all 
aspects of Jewish life and thought.. 

We want civil liberties for all homosexuals, 
Jewish and Gentile, and support Gay liberation 
activities. 

WHAT ARE OUR FORMS OF ORGANIZATION 
AND SOURCES OF SUPPORT? 

The Synagogue will be administered by a Board 
of Trustees, elected annually. Our varied activities 
will be conducted through committees responsible to 
the Board. 

Our financial support will come from ourselves. 
In keeping with the true spirit of Judaism, our 
spiritual teachers and leaders will serve without pay. 
Others in our community also contribute according 
to their skills; all serve on a volunteer basis. Our 
membership dues are supplemented by contributions 
to cover expenses. 

WHO MAY ATTEND OUR SYNAGOGUE 
BESIDES GAY JEWS? 

We are a synagogue and our doors are open to 
all. Parents, otner family members and non-Jewish 
friends are welcome to our services and activities. 
Everyone is welcome to stay for the coffee hour 
after the services and then the Oneg Shabbat. 
Holiday services and cultural activities are also open 
to visitors. 

Friday night services are at 8:00 sharp; get 
together at 7: JO, casual dress. Services are current¬ 
ly held at Glide, Ellis and Taylor (Ellis Street 
entrance). 

We look forward to seeing you at services.

REMEMBER: 

1. Trade only with concerns known to be 
reliable or with those whose reputation can be 
established by intelligent inquiry. 

2. Unless there is a written or provable agree¬ 
ment otherwise, all sales are final - and the matter 
of a refund or exchange is dependent on the policy 
of the seller. 

3. Decide definitely what you want before you 
buy so as to avoid difficulty or delay in take-back, 
exchange or refund. 

4. Buy with care — Read labels — Be sure of 
the correct size ? color and other requirements. 
Keep your sales slips or receipts. 

5. It would be best to examine Christmas 

g urchases before Christmas so that any claim for 
efect or damages may be made immediately rather 
than after Christmas. 

6. Don't expect that you can bring back to a 
store after Christmas an article bought before 
Christmas and get full refund or credit for it if that 
article has already been marked down — unless the 
store wants to do so. 

7. Don't try to get cash refunds on Christmas 
gifts given to you. The fact that you don’t like the 
gift or that you received two or more alike is no 
reason why any merchant should give you a refund. 

' 8. Don't contract to purchase anything beyond 
your capacity to pay. 

9« If you pay an advance deposit on the "lay 
plan or otherwise, be sure that you can ana

10. Never let yourself be rushed into 
anything by high pressure sales talk; or claim that it 
is your last chance — take your tin 
your own mind carefully.

14. Don't buy from advertisers who attempt to 
discourage you from buying attractively advertised 
goods but who instead try to high pressure you into 
something else. That's "bait" advertising. 

15. If you do business by mail order — First 
make sure you are dealing with a reliable company;

plainly — printing or typing is best. 

16. No one can continually sell retail at whole¬ 
sale prices, so an appeal "Buy Wholesale" is general¬ 
ly wholesale bunk. 

17. Transient vendors, sidewalk hawkers and 
peddlers are not around after Christmas to listen to 
complaints. 

18. A guarantee should be specific and in 
writing. 

19., When you know about cases of false or 
misleading advertising or unfair schemes, report 
them to the Better Business Bureau. Your name will 
be held in confidence and your report will serve in 
the protection of others.
